The attention of people in all parts of Canada, and, in fact, of the 
world, will be directed to the prairie provinces of this Dominion during the 
next few months in a way and to an extent probably unprecedented in the 
history of any country, by reason of the applications to the Dominion 
Parliament for charters to build many hundreds of miles of railway in the 
northern portions of Manitoba, Saskatchwan and Alberta. 

Both the Canadian Pacific and the Canadian National Railways are 
asking Parliament for power to enormously extend their lines into the 
north country, and hoth announce their eagerness to proceed with the work 
of construction with the least possible delay. There is the keenest kind 
of rivalry between these two giant systems for rights into certain sections 
of this territory, with the result that a battle royal will take place at 
Otlawa when Parliament assembles. : 

One thing emerges quite clearly from the situation that has developed 
with almost startling suddenness, and that is, that, despite all former 
statements and predictions to the contrary, the railway managements of! 
Canada are now convinced of the enormous wealth of natural resources | 
in the more northerly portions of Ganada and of the success of the Hudson 
Bay Railway and Hudson Bay route to the markets of the old world. 

There had long been a suspicion in the minds of many Western people 
that the former opposition in Montreal and other Eastern centres to the 
construction of the Hudson Bay Railway was based, not on their professed 
scepticism as to the feasibility of the route, but because of 
their belief that the route would prove to be an unqualified success, with 
all the upheaval wh'ch the opening of this short route from the heart of | 
the prairies to the markets of the world would cause in existing transpor- 
tation conditions, rates, and routing of traffic. 

Examination of the plans of the railways, as thus far outlined, indicate 
a reversal of formerly held views that the people of Western Canada should 
be served by lines running east and west, with all the tremendous produc- 
tion of the prairies moving out either to the Atlantic or the Pacific sea- 
beards, and all our imported products coming in through the same ports. 
Now, both of the great railway companies appear to be determined to 
connect up their cast and west lines by short branches here and there and 
the construction of great north and south main lines, all stretching hundreds 
of miles north of existing settlement and heading towards tidewater in the 
north. <A veritable railway revolution is in prospect. ; 

This declaration of absolute confidence in the northern half of these 
prairie provinces, and in the Hudson Bay outlet, evidenced by the willing- 
uess of the biggest financial men in Canada interested in the C.P.R. to 
expend tens of millions of @@lars in' northern extensions, will attract tife 
attention of the whole world and will constitute he greatest publicity this 
section of the Dominon has ever received. 

Regardless of the decisions reached by Parliament as to division of 
the northern territory between the rival systems, and the respective zones 
to be allotted to each, the result will be to roll back the map of Canada 
hundreds of miles. The old reproach and weakness of Canada that it con- 
sisted of a narrow strip of more or less settled territory extending thous- 
unds of miles from the Atlantic to the Pacific along the Canada-United 
States boundary line, is to be removed. To the Dominion will be given 
great depth as well as great width, and what for centuries has been looked 
upon as barren wastes of extensive territory, but of no value, will become 
a storehouse of treasure, the devlopment of which will add enormously to 
the population and wealth of the Dominion, providing new avenues of 
employment, and diversified employment at that, for the people of Canada.

Kellogg Explains Treaty 
a@@ho Paris pact for renunciation of 
war commits none of the signatories 
to it to go to war in defence of any 
country attacked in defiance of the 
treaty, Secretary of State, Frank B. 
Kellogg, informed the Senate com-| 
mittee on foreign relations during 
the recent hearings. He added that 
Canada made it plain that the do-

About the Same, But Profits

_ Outside of a little extra expense 
in harvesting, the cost of producing 
a good crop and a poor one is about 
the same, but the profits to the 


grower of the two vary greatly. Us- 


ually an’ averago crop barely pays 
the cost of growing, and a poor one 
registers a loss. On account of the 
overhead, which remains fairly con- 
stant, despite the yield, it is of prime 
importance to the producer to get 
the very highest returns possible 
from his Jand. In this connection 
the seed used is one of the most im- 
portant factors. Farmers have no 
control over sunshine, moisture or 
storms. They have little protection 
against carly or late frosts, but they 
have very definite control over seed. 

It is to get producers to exercise 
this control that the Provincial and 
Federal governments are co-operat- 
ing in putting on better secd cam- 
palgns. “Clean, sound, plump, well 
graded sced will produce from 10 to 
100 per cent. more crop than weed- 
infested, ungraded seed,” states Hon. 


John S. Martin, Ontario's Minister | 


of Agriculture, who points out that 
increased crop yields lower the cost 
of production and that the lowering 
of this cost is the best way to in- 
crease farm products. He advises 
the purchasing of the .seed supply 
from reliable secd houses or careful 
growers, from which, incidentally, 
the seed houses purchase their sup- 
plies, which are cleaned up by them 
and government graded before lec- 
ing offered for sale. 

Not only does dirty seed produce 
®& smaller crop for every seed sown, 
because the poor grain’ will not 
yield as high en average as plump, 
clean graded seed, but there is a 
direct loss from the growth of the 
weeds in this supply. Weeds occu- 
py a considerable portion of the 
land that should be occupied by the 

egrain, and, in addition to this, going 
to seed usually before the regular 
crop is ready to harvest, they pol- 
lute the land for another year. 

The cost of the seed is a minor 
factor, According to the Dominion 
‘Bureau of Statistics, the average 
yield of oats in Canada for the last 
ten years runs slightly under 31 
bushels per acre, which at current 
prices are worth abojit $18. The ex- 
tra cost of good, clean, graded seed 
over the commercial varicty to seed 
one acre of oats would not amount 
to more than a dollar, but where this 
good graded seed is used, the return 
should run, according to Government 
figures, at the very least 40 bushels

Fertilizing Strawberries 


Subject Studied By Treating Plants 
With Different Fertilizers On 
Different Dates

particular plant food. The usefulness 
of spring applications of nitrogen, it; 
was found, is largely dependent upon 
the growth conditions of the plant in 
the previous fall. In a study of the 
subject the strawberry was used and, 
treated with different fertilizers at! 
different dates, The work was done 
| by M. B. Davis and H. Hill, of the 
| Horticultural Division of the Experi- 
‘mental Farms, and is described in a 
new pamphlet numbered 96, of the 
Department of Agriculture, | which 
shows in coloured plates the appear- 
ance of the foliage of plants grown 
separately under conditions of difi- 
ciency in nitrogen, potash and phos- 
phorics. It was clearly brought out 
that plants have been starved dur- 
ing the fruit bud formation period 
for either element, very early spring 
correction of the starvation results 
in increased flower production and 
consequent yield of fruit.

Explanations and Comments 


What the Holy Sprit Will Do, John 
16.7-11,-—Jesus told His disciples that 
it was expedient for them, it was for 
their advantage, for their best inter- 
ests, that he should leave them, How 
could it be best for them to lose the 
daily companionship of their Lord 
and Master? Jesus gives the answer: 
“For if I go not away, the Comforter 
Will not come unto you; but if I go, 
I will send him unto you.” The 
Greek verb from which the Greek 
neun Parakletis, Paraclete, is deriv- 
ed, means to call, to aid; the noun, 
therefore, stands tor one who is call- 
ed to another’s aid, whether to com- 
fort (comforter), to plead his cause 
(The Advocate), or to help in some 
other way (The Helper). The word 
Comforter used here for Parakletos, 
means One who. strengthens, up- 
holds, rather than One who consoles. 

The Holy Spirit is (1) the contin- 
ued life and presence of Christ Him- 
self. While He was present with the 
disciples in the body, His humanity 
obscured {n a measure His divinity. 
When the Holy Spirit took His place 
he revealed Christ to them, made 
plain all the spiritual truth of His 
teachings (verse 13), They knew 
Him better after He had left them. 
(2) While Jesus was with them, they 
were weak men, unable to stand 
alone, After He went away and left 
them as witnesses to carry on His 
work, they became towers of 
strength, wonderful leaders of men, 
who continued to do all that He be- 
gan both to do and to teach. (3) By 
leaving a few, Christ became the 
Companion of all, While He was on 
earth He was with a few men ina 
small land; now He js with all, 
everywhere, at al] times. He Is the 
universal Spiritual Presence.

UNITED FARMERS [Discussed Problems 


ASK FOR BETTER 
FREIGHT RATES 


Vancouver.—Backed by the Unit- 
ed Farmers of the three prairie prov- 
Inces, the United Farmers of B.C. 
will carry British Columbia’s claim 
for better freight rates to the gov- 
ernor-in-council at Ottawa. 

The appeal has been prepared and 
€orwarded to Ottawa by G. G. Mc- 
Geer, K.C. The appeal _ involves 
three requests: That export grain 
rates on the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way to Vancouver be reduced to the 
level obtaining at Virort William; 
that domestic grain and flour rates 
over both trans-continental lines be 
reduced to the level obtaining to 
(fort William’ and the removal of the 
mountain differential in ail freight 
rates covering the movement of all 
traffic into, from or through Brit- 
{sh Columbia. 

Mr. McGeer will conduct the case 
at Ottawa when argument is heard. 

Mr. McGeer will also continue his 
appeal to the board of railway com- 
missioners for leave to appeal to the 
Supreme Court of Canada from the 
commissioners’ decision in the .mat- 
ter of domestic grain rates. 


Mr. McGeer announced his inten- 
lion of appealing direct to the gov- 
ernor-in-council before the board of 
railway commissioners. Later, how- 
ever, When the hoard gave permis- 
mission to Leon J. Ladner, K.C., who 
represented the attorney-general of 
British Columbia, permission to 
make formal application for exten- 
sion of time in which the appeal 

* would be made, Mr. McGeer said 
that if the attorney-general was go- 
Ing ahead with the appeal he was 
also going to ask for leave to appeal 
on behalf of his clients to the su- 
preme court. 

J. I. MeMullen, acting for the 
Canadian Pacific Railways, said the 
application was one that should be 
answered by the full board at Ot- 
tawa, R. W. Hannington, counsel for 
the Canadian National Railways, 
supported Mr. McMullen’s argument. 

The chief commissioner, H. A. 
McKeown, said that in view of the 
circumstances connected with the 
application, and the fact that no 
notice had heen given the railways, 
the application might very well be 
heard in Ottawa, K

The wave twisted steel bulkwarks, 
wet the mail, ruined part of the car- 
go and necessitated removal of the 
289 third class passengers to other 
quarters.

Ottawa.—Canada's total trade ad- 
vanced nearly $235,000,000 during 
the last nine months of 1928.

Domestic exports were valued at $1,- 
071,647,164, an increase of $121,542,- 
797 over the comparative figures of 
$950,104,367 in the previous year, 
Wheat exports alone moved upward 
more than $81,000,000, while news- 
print and automobiles were substan- 
tially heavier.

Hamilton, Ont.—The report of the 
special committee on taxation was 
presented at a meeting of the Can- 
adian Manufacturers’ association. it

Although the pig may not know 
it, says a leaflet issued by the Ohio 
experiment station, he. must have 
sodium, chlorine, calcium and phos- 
phorus, it he is going to make good} 
growth and return his owner a pro- 
fit. For this reason many farmers 
keep a supply of mineral mixture. 

Common salt supplies sodium and 
chlorine. Finely ground limestone 
or hardwood ashes furnishes calcium, 
while steamed bone meal provides 
phosphorus. This mixture, contain- 
ing equal parts of salt, finely-ground 
agrcultural lime and bone meal is 
widely used for cattle, as well as 
for hogs. It cures the habit develop- 
ed by many cows, of chewing bones 
and boards, acquired because the 
mineral content of their rations re- 
quired supplementing.

No Sinecure 


Ruler’s Life Is ao Busy One Says 
Famous Portait Painter 

It is disclosed that there is a por- 
trait of King George painted just 
before his recent iliness which has 
not yet been seen by the public. 

Frank O. Salisbury, who painted it, 
depicts the King making the tradi- 
tional gift of gold and silver to the 
poor during the installation cere- 
mony of the Knights of the Honor- 
able Order of the Bath. The scene, 
which has never before been painted, 
glows with color. It was sketched by 
the artist, who is well known for 
his representations of historical sub- 
jects, and later the various person- 
ages who figure in it came individual- 
ly to sit for their portraits. 

When King George arrived at. Mr. 
Salisbury’s studio the enormous can- 
vas was complete except for his own 
picture. When the King inspected 11 
he began to laugh. 

“My sword,” he said. “You have 
painted me in an admiral’s uniform 
and have given me a Field Marshal's 
sword, You didn’t think I would no- 
tice a little detail like that, did 
you?” 

To remedy matters, the King sent 
to the studio his elaborate sword 
which he has as an Admiral of tho 
fleet. On its beautiful blade are en- 
graved the names of all the war- 
ships with which the King was as 
sociated with during his naval 
career.
